The total revised revenue amounts to Rs. 7,27,450 as against 
Rs. 5,34,635 at the last settlement. The amount of revenue enhan- 
oement obtained is Bs. 1,92,815 or 36 per cent, os stated above. 


Notwithstanding that the Home-farms os compared with the last 
settlement has increased 66 per cent., the Malgusars lose Rs. 2,894 
only by le-settlement.

Preyions to 1679 there were three systeniB in foinbe : (1) ttie Seda^ 
Distillery system, (9) the Oontraot Still system, and (8) the OWstiU 
system. In that year the Oontraot Still system maboHshedtand 
in 1895, 27 outstills were absorbed into the Siuiar Distillery system 
which had its headquarters at Baipur. The latter was gradnally' 
extended, till m 1911^12 it supplied an area of 8,890 square 
miles with 107 shops. In 1912-18 the supply system has been': 
introduced in the whole of the Sadar Distillery area. For the 
remainder of the district there are 159 outstills. In the district 
as a whole there is one shop to every 87 square miles and 4,982 
persons. The revenue in 1911 amounted to Bs. 1,59,855 giving* 
an incidence of one anna and eleven pies per head of popnlation. 
The Zamindars 14 in number, used to control their o^ excise 
and enjoy the income subject to payment of a fixed oontribntion te * 
Government. Government subsequently resumed control gnmting 
the Zamindars compensation for the loss of their tights, and 
making them farmers until the expiry of the land revenue settie- 
ment offered an opportunity of a fredi arrangemdni One 
Zamindar (Khariarl refused these terms and tjhe oontiaoll 
for his estate were made by the Deputy Oommiiidoner *Ateot 
The resumption of these rights led to litigation.
